Add the following routing of NC 43 in and south of Vanceboro:

NC 43-US 17 Business from the intersection of US 17 Business,
southeastward to US 17 Bypass.

Add the following routing of NC 43, south of Vanceboro:

NC 43-US 17 from the intersection of Us 17 Business-Us 17
Bypass, southward to SR 1482 (Weyerhaeuser Road) .

Delete the following routing of SR 1482 (Weverhaeuser Road)
and add as NC 43, northwest of New Bern:

SR 1482 (Weyerhaeuser Road) from the intersection of NC 43-
US 17, southward to SR 1400,

Delete the following routing of SR 1400 and add as NC 43,
northwest of New Bern:

SR 1400 from the intersection of SR 1482, southward to
SR 1401,

NC 43-NC 55 from the intersection of SR 1401, eastward to
the intersection of US 70 Business.

Add the following routing of NC 43, in New Bern:

NC 43-US 70 Business from the intersection of US 70 Business,
southward to US 70 Bypass.

Delete the following routing of SR 1309 {South Glenburnie
Road) and add as NC 43, in New RBern:

SR 1309 from the intersection of US 70 Business-US 70 Bypass,
southward to US 17.
